Williams, a medium- 
sized, slightly built mulatto, seemed to 
be blandly unconscious of the ladies' fixed 
gaze. His kinky hair was parted In the 
middle and brushed into sleekness. His 
mustache was twisted Into a slignt curl. 
The nicety of his dreas amounted to 
foppishness. 
He reminded the court 


officers of Chastlne Cox, and he sat In 
the chair that Cos occupied during the 
trial that resulted In his conviction and 
death. Miss Harvey, a slender blonde, 
very pretty, gave her testimony, which 
did not differ materially from the story 
already told of how Williams stole Into 
the room where she lay in bed wllh her 
baby niere, choked her, gauged her, 
dragged her from the bed; then she 
fainted 
She Identified Williams, whom 


she had often seen when he came to see 
Gertrude Ash, th»ir pretty little quad- 
roon servant, to whom, It was under- 
stood, he was engaged 
The trial was 


not concluded.

track, when the rear car ran out ol an 
open switch, turned over, breaking the 
coupling, and rolled down an embank- 
ment between nftecn anct twenty feet 
bJgh.

dren, en route from Virginia to Kan- 
sas. As the car rolled down the embank- 
ment the lights were extinguished and tho 
occupants were thrown violently together, 
their screams and yells being heard above 
all other sounds, and causing a thrill of 
horror in those who heard them. The 
train was immediately brought to a stand- 
still and prompt assistance was rendered 
to the sufferers. 
All were rescued alive 


from the car, but a number w.ere badly 
injured and two or three may die. Fol- 
lowing is a list of the nv)ared:
